8,365 Members: ConFrancisco Is 
Second Largest Worldcon Ever 

By the end of Friday, the second day of 
registration, membership in ConFrancisco 
stood at just over 7,000. This number came 
from 5,407 pre-convention attending mem- 
berships plus 390 at-lhe-door memberships 
sold on Thursday and another 153 on Friday. 
In addition, as of that evening iJiere were a 
total of 225 one-day memberships, 275 
other, 97 children's, 122 kid-in-low and 423 
supporting. 

By Saturday evening, the count had risen 
to 7,784, of which iliere were 80 more at the 
door full memberships, and another 80 one 
day memberships. And by Sunday night, 
when registration closed for the convention, 
an additional 338 one days had been sold, 
bringing the grand total to 8,122. 

ConFrancisco was thus the second largest 
World SF Convention ever, second only to 
LACon in 1984, which had a total 
membership of 8,365. 

UCon III Wins 1996 Worldcon 

Running unopposed, except for write-ins, 
Los Angeles won tlie right to hold the 1996 
World SF Convention. Guests of Honor are 
James White, writer, Roger Corman, media.

UK’s Fantasy Tales 
Ceasing Publication 

After 16 years existence, first as a maga- 



zine and then as a trade paperback from 
Robinson Publishing, Britain’s Fanla.'ty 
Tales, co-edited by Stephen Jones and David 
Sutton, is ceasing to exist. However, the end 
will come with a bang, not a whimper. 

After 17 issues as a World Fantasy Award 
and multiple British Fantasy Award-winning 
small press magazine, Robinson began pub- 
lishing Fantasy Tales in 1988 as a slim 
paperback. Along with a “Best from” 
anthology, it lasted 7 volumes (4 of which 
were reprinted in the USA by Carroll & 
Graf). The title has been on hiatus since the 
beginning of 1992 while the publisher nego- 
tiated with a new distributor as to formal, 



price and frequency of publication. 

‘The problem is dial we just couldn’t find 
a way to make the original paperback format 
work,” explained Jones. “Despite respecta- 
ble sales, the low cover price meant that 
everybody — authors, editors, publishers and 
booksellers — made very little profit. We al.so 
believe that it’s now time to move on. When 
Dave and I created Fantasy Tales as a semi- 
pro magazine back in 1977 there were not 
that many outlets for short fantasy and 
horror fiction. Fifteen years later that situ- 
ation has changed significantly, and as the 
genre has grown so have we as editors. 
There are plenty of new projects to keep us 
both busy, so we have decided to let Fantasy 
Tales go out in style.” 

Fantasy Tales presents The Giant Book of 
Fantasy & The Supernatural will be a major 
anthology, edited by Jones and Sutton, to be 
published by Robinson’s Magpie imprint. It 
will contain approximately forty stories, all 
bought for Fantasy Tales, by Parke Godwin, 
Nancy Holder, Samantha Lee, Nicholas 
Royle, Brian Stablcford, Darrell Schweitzer, 
Melanie Tern and Steve Rasnic Tern, and 
others. It will also feature full-page illus- 
trations by many of the artists who have 
worked for the magazine in the past. 

“We owe a great debt of gratitude to 
Robinson Publishing and Carroll & Graf for 
their enthusiasm and support of Fantasy 
Tales over the years,” said Sutton, “and of 



“Let There Be Dragons” 



I have still got the first book I ever read. It 
was The Wind in the Willows. Well, it was 
probably not the first book I ever read — that 
was no doubt called something like Nursery 
Fun oi Janet and Jofvi Book i. But it was the 
first book I opened without chewing the 
covers or wishing I was somewhere else. It 
was the first book which, at the age of 10, I 
read because I was genuinely interested. 

I know now, of course, that it is totally the 
wrong kind of book for children. There is 
only one female character and she’s a wash- 
erwoman. No attempt is made to explain the 
social conditioning and lack of proper 
housing that makes stoats and weasels act 
the way they do. Mr. Badger’s house is an 
insult to all those children not fortunate 
enough to live in a Wild Wood. The Mole 
and the Rat’s domestic arrangements are 
probably acceptable, but only if they come 
right out and talk frankly about them. 

But it was pressed into my hand, and 
because it wasn’t parents or teachers who 
were recommending the book I read it from 
end to end, all in one go. And Uien I started 
again from the beginning, because I had not 
realised that there were stories like this. 

There’s a feeling that 1 think is only 
possible to get when you are a child and 
discover books: it’s a kind of fizz — you

want to read evcrytliing that’s in print before 
it evaporates before your eyes. 

I had to draw my own map through tliis 
uncharted territory. The message from the 
management was that, yes, books were a 
good idea, but I don’t recall anyone advising 
me in any way. I was left to my own 
devices. 

I am now becoming perceived as a young 
people’s writer. Teachers and librarians say, 
“You know, your books are really popular 
among children who don’t read.” I think this 
is a compliment: I just wish llicy would put 
it another way. In fact, genre authors get to 
know their reader profile quite intimately, 
and I know I have a large number of readers 
who arc old enough to drive a car and pos- 
sibly claim a pension. But Uie myth persists 
that all my readers arc aged 14 and called 
Kevin, and so I have taken an interest in the 
dark underworld called children’s literature. 

Not many people do, it seems to me, apart 
from those brave souls who work with 
children and are interested in what they read.

They’re unsung resistance heroes in a wtu 
that is just possibly being won by Sonic 
Hedgehogs and bionic plumbers. They don’t 
have many allies, even where you would 
expect them. Despite the huge number of 
titles that pour out to shape ilic minds of tlie 
adults, my Sunday paper reviews a 
mismatched handful of children’s books at 
infrequent intervals and, to show its readers 
that this is some kind of literary play street, 
generally puts a picture of a teddy bear on 
the page. 

Perhaps the literary editor’s decision is 
right. In my experience children don’t read 
reviews of children’s books. They live in a 
different kind of world. 

The aforementioned school librarians tell 
me that what the children read for fun, what 
they will actually spend their money on, are 
fantasy, science fiction and horror and, while 
they offer up a prayer of thanks that the kids 
are reading anything in this electronic age, 
this worries them. It shouldn’t. 

I now know that almost all fiction is, at 
some level, fantasy. What Agatha Christie 
wrote was fantasy. What Tom Clancy writes 
is fantasy. What Jilly Cooper writes is 
fantasy — at least, 1 hope for her sake it is. 
But what people generally have in mind

Science Fiction Magazines 

Crank! Science Fiction — Fantasy is a new 
quarterly magazine whose first issue 
appeared at the beginning of September. The 
magazine plans, according to editor Bryan 
Cholfin, to publish “only the highest quality 
imaginative literature, with no puffy filler." 
Authors in the first issue include Robert 
Dcvcrcaux, Garry Kilworth, A. A. Attanasio, 
Jonathan Lethem, Carter Scholz, Gwyneth 
Jones and Michael Blumlcin. Payment for 
stories is a word. Cholfin is seeking SF, 
fantasy, surrealism and magic realism. 

The large format magazine, with a cover 
price of S3.50, is being distributed by Inter- 
national Periodical Distributors (IPD) to the 
bookstore market. Subscriptions are $12 a 
year in the US, $18 foreign, from Broken 
Mirrors Press, Box 380473, Cambridge MA 
02238. Broken Mirrors Press is also publish- 
er of SF hardcovers and trade paperbacks, 
one of which. Captain Jack Zodiac by 
Michael Kandel, is being given at no charge 
to charter subscribers to the magazine. 

Non-Stop, which bills itself as “Not Your 
Father’s Science Fiction Mag,” will be 
launched this fall. The first issue of the full 
size $4.95 quarterly will feature stories by 
Paul Di Filippo, Lawrence Greenberg, Gay 
Terry and others, plus nonfiction by Charles 
Platt, L. Sprague de Camp, interviews with 
Di Filippo and Nancy Kress, graphics and 
other works. The full color cover of the first 
issue is computer generated abstract. 

Edited and published by K.J. Cyprci, the 
magazine plans to print one third fiction to 
two thirds nonfiction. There will be limited 
bookstore distribution. The magazine is 
looking for SF and fantasy, but not sword & 
sorcery or horror stories, up to 10,000 
words. Payment rates are 1.5 to 5^2 a word. 
Write for guidelines. A sampler from the 
first issue is available for tlie writing. Sub- 
scriptions arc $18 for 4 issues. Write Non-

Warner Decides Ripper 
Didn’t Write Diary 

After further consideration of the alleged 
diary of Jack the Ripper, Warner Books, 
whicJi was to publish the book litis fall with 
a first printing of 200,000 copies, decided to 
cancel the project. Their reversal came after 
an 1 1-page report was issued by Kenneth W. 
Rendcll, a dealer in historical documents, 
who concluded, based on handwriting 
analysis and tests of the document’s paper 
and ink, tliat it could not have been written 
in the 1880’s. 

Warner’s place as publisher on this side of 
the Atlantic — British publisher Smith 
Gryphon will still release the diary in 
England — was then taken by Hyperion, 
which will now do the book instead of

Bantam Doubleday Dell’s fiscal year 
1993, which ended June 30th, saw the group 
post stronger sales of S650 million, inclu- 
ding divested and discontinued properties. 
Recent rumors that BDD plans more 
cutbacks — including killing off Spectra 
and/or Dell Books — have been put to rest. 
According to BDD President Jack Hoeft, 
many of the last year’s changes were 
planned much earlier, including cutbacks 
and consolidations in the number of titles 
published, as well as the combination of 
various children's titles under the BDD 
Books for Young Readers Group. Bantam 
now plans to go into electronic publishing, 
but is uncertain which titles will be likely to 
succeed in electronic form. 

Sales during HarperCollins’s fiscal year 
1993 were slightly under those of the 
previous year. S1.06 versus Sl.l billion. The 
majority of the company’s sales, 70.8% of 



company revenues, were generated in its 
North American operations. Plans are to cut 
back by about 10% in several areas, in- 
cluding adult trade hardcovers, Harper- 
Perennial and HarperRefcrcnce. However, 2 
areas, HarpcrPapcrbacks and Basic Books, 
will see titles rise during fiscal year 1994, 
with the introduction of two new imprints, 
one of which is HarperScience Fiction. 

Waldenbooks laid off 33 headquarters 
staff in a slight restructuring of its book 
buying functions. Earlier this year, Waldcn- 
books cut back drastically on its buying of 
magazines, a category whose profits had not 
grown at all in the last year, despite larger 
numbers of titles being carried. The move 
affected most magazines being sold into tlic 
chain by national distributors. In SFC’s case, 
the numbers were reduced by fewer than 
200, but other magazines had their orders cut 
by thousands of copies. 

After months of delay when the acqui- 
sition of England’s Diamond Distributors by 
the American firm Diamond Comic Distri- 
butors Inc. was contested in the courts, the 
sale finally went through on July 27th. The 
company’s name is now Titan Distributors: 
A Diamond International Company (New 
Titan). Firms previously dealing direct witli 
Titan will continue to do so. British sup- 
pliers to Titan will now have access to a 
wider, American market, while Diamond’s 
suppliers will have access to the UK. 

Joshua Bilmes was passing out a new 
brochure for the Scott Meredith Literary 
Agency at ConFrancisco, which offers “10% 
commissions US/20% commissions foreign 
with a new limited disbursement policy; new 
faster payment procedures, including exten- 
sive use of electronic funds transfer” and 
introduces new SMLA owner Arthur M. 
Klebanoff — “Yale University ’69 (Phi Beta 
Kappa), Harvard Law School ’73 (editor, 
Harvard Law Review, Vol 85) and high 
school valedictorian to boot!’’

AuUiors Nicola Griffith {Anunoniie) and 
Kelley Eskridge were married at a cere- 
mony in Atlanta on September 4ih, attended 
by 50 friends and relatives. The lesbian 
couple plan to register as domestic partners 
with the City of Atlanta. They met five years 
ago, at Clarion '88 in Michigan. 

Rick and Bonnie Hautala celebrated 
their 22nd wedding anniversary in mid- 
September. 

Vincent Di Fate is doing 36 dinosaur 
paintings for the US Government protec- 
torates of Granada and Grenada Grenadines.

Editorial 

I Really Won! Incredible! 

I really don’t know what to say — you 
might say that for one time (and one time 
only, I hope) I’m just speechless. 

There I was, sitting in tlic (fortunately) 
freezing Moscone Convention Center in 
downtown San Francisco, bedecked with as 
ornate a costume as I’ve ever worn — my 
suit, last worn at the Hugo ceremony during 
MagiCon the year before; my brand new 
deep blue coolweave L.L.Bcan shirt, my 
really nifty Hubble Space Telescope and 
Space Shuttle tic ($28 from the Paciftc 
Astronomical Society’s mail order catalog), 
and, the crowning glory, my genuine 
custom-made in Oxford for the weird 
American tourist ceremonial robes of a 
Doctor of Divinity — minding my own 
business, practicing my usual (perfected 
over nearly 20 years of losing Hugo votes) 
calming, heartbeat-lowering, anxiety-shed- 
ding breathing exercises, when suddenly. They Said My Name. Stunned disbelief, swelling 
immediately into hope, wonder, astonishment, realization. 

It took me a couple of seconds to realize that calming was not what I needed at that 
moment, but railicr tlic opposite — flush of adrenaline, action, gei-up-and-gcl-onto-lhe-stagc- 
movement. 

And suddenly I was up, rushing toward the stage, my camera safe in the hands of seat- 
male Colette Reap (she gets a good scat at each year’s Hugo ceremony, I get to rake the 
leaves off her back y:ird every time I go to London: a good deal for both of us). And up the 
stairs, holding my head and muttering (stunned/excited expletives deleted here) and then 
someone was embracing me and then someone else and then I saw the Hugo and I lunged 
for it — Yes!!! — and then I made what I think was a short but simple speech. 

I’ve often thought over the years (Ghod help me, the decades) what I’d say, but I’ve 
never written anything down, and although this year I came close to writing something. I 
just hit myself and said, “You’re not going to win this time either, so what’s the point?’’ and 
went on to something else. This year, sitting in the audience, I thought about the outfit I was 
wearing — a real hall costume, my very first ever — and thought that if — If (hope springing 
irrationally eternal) I won I’d be short and sweet, tie it into my outlandish costume.

And then turning away, being led into darkness by 
welcoming hands, people holding cables and guiding me past them, and other people I 
couldn’t identify congratulating me, and going back to my seat in stunned, continuing 
disbelief as they showed another trailer for another Hugo nominated movie. 

And. later, after I’d been through tlie media feeding frenzy, going back to the hotel, and 
getting up to my room, and just breaking down, old softy that I am. Very emotional, the 
waves of feeling washing over me. An unbelievable night. Still later, the incredible feeling 
of going over to the Parc 55 Hotel and people breaking out into spxmlaneous applause as I 
went through the lobby, and hundreds of people congratulating me, women kissing me, 
people slapping me on the back and pumping my hand, then and later, the rest of the 
weekend. 

I went back to the hotel pa.st midnight, and called my brother in Ann Arbor, waking him 
up at 3am local time. I let my mother in New York sleep on. And tlicn I too went to sleep, 
with the Hugo there in tltc room, the light from the city outside the window making it real, 
solid, true. 

Reliving it now, it’s still unbelievable, an incredible, wonderful experience. I thank you 
all out there, the people who voted for me every year, year in and year out, the people who 
support SFC with their hard-earned money, and appreciate this thing I do, which for me is 
like creating a new child, a new creation, every month. Really, truly, bless you all.

Scientist Toon Club, which will offer Tic Tac 
Toons and Samurai Pizza Cats. (This, with all the 
good ideas that are floating around in 
llollywood.) The hour-long show debuts this 
month in most markets. 

There will be action figures, board games, and 
other toys tied to the new ABC Saturday a.m. 
children’s show Tales from the Cryptkeeper. The 
heavily laundered interpretation of the EC comic 
(and HBO hit scries) debuts in September. Any 
chance we’ll sec a cryptkeeper plush toy?

In videogames: Sega’s VirtuaLand is set lo 
open at the Luxor in Las Vegas.

Some bad news: the laserdisc business 
continues to maul us. First, Disney gave us a 
“work in progress” Beauty and the Beast so 
pirates wouldn’t run off high-quality copies on 
videotape. (As we’ve complained before, it’s not 
likely they would; pirates arc set up lo copy 
videotapes. And they’re so scrupulously honest, 
right, that they’d identify a copy made from disc 
as a "work in progress.") Then, just a year ago, 
MGM gave us a new 2001, well aware that they 
were going to do the title again, better, for its 25lh 
anniversary. (Now on sale, but some of us arc 
boycotting it.) A new Wizard of Oz is coming as 
well, transferred from the original negative (so 
what the hell did we get when we bought the 
fiftieth anniversary edition?). 

Now, Pioneer is giving us a 15-minuies-longcr 
edition of Terminator 2 , after they’ve already sold 
250,000 copies of the original, including a ninety- 
bucks bells-and-whisUcs edition. Pioneer figures 
that diehard fans will buy another 50,000 copies 
of the film, and they’re probably right. 
Nonetheless, the disdain they display by not 
having released the complete edition lo begin with 
(and this is not unique to T2 or Pioneer) is 
contemptible.

when they hear the word fantasy is swords, talking 
animals, vampires, rockets (science fiction is 
fantasy with bolls on), and around the edges it can 
indeed be pretty silly. Yet fantasy also speculates 
about the future, rewrites the past and reconsiders 
the present. It plays games with the universe. 

Fantasy makes many adults uneasy. Children 
who like the stuff tend to call it "briH” and 
“megagood”. This always disturbs people. (It 
worries them so much that when someone like 
P.D. James uses the mechanisms of science fiction 
helpful people redefine the field, thus avoiding 
bestowing on her the mark of Cain; the book isn’t 
science fiction “because it’s not all about robots 
and other planets”. P.D. James writing science 
fiction? Impossible. But Children of Men is a 
science fiction book, as is Time's Arrow and 
Fatherland. As was Brian Aldiss’ Methuselah's 
Children, Kurt Vonnegut’s Slaughterhouse Five 
and Philip K. Dick’s Man in the High Castle. 
Science fiction, the stuff that is seldom reviewed, 
is often good\ it doesn’t need robots, and earth is 
room enough.) 

Of course science fiction and fantasy are 
sometimes badly written. Many things arc. But 
literary merit is an artificial thing and exists in the 
eye of the beholder. In a world where Ballard’s 
Empire of the Sun cannot win the Booker, I’m not 
too in awe of judgements based on literary merit. 

Not long ago I talked to a teacher who, having 
invited me to talk at her school, was having a bit 
of trouble with the head teacher who thought that 
fantasy was morally suspect and irrelevant to the 
world of the ’90s. 

Morally suspect? Shorn of its trappings, most 
fantasy would find approval in a Victorian 
household. The morality of fantasy and horror is, 
by and large, the strict morality of the fairy talc. 
'I'hc vampire is slain, the alien is blown out of the 
airlock, the Dark Lord is vanquished and, perhaps 
at some loss, the good triumph — not because they 



are better armed but because Providence is on 
their side. 

Why docs the third of the three brothers, who 
shares his food with the old woman in the wood, 
go on to become king of the country? Why does 
James Bond manage to disarm the nuclear bomb a 
few seconds before it goes off rather than, as it 
were, a few seconds afterwards? Because a 
universe where that did not happen would be a 
dark and hostile place. Let there be goblin hordes, 
let there be terrible environmental threats, let there 
be giant mutated slugs if you really must, but let 
there also be hope. It may be a grim, thin hope, an 
Arthurian sword at sunset, but let us know that we 
do not live in vain. 

To stay sane, if I may gently paraphrase what 
Edward Pearce recently wrote in the Guardian, it 
is frequently necessary for someone to take short 
views, to look for comfort, to keep a piece of the 
world still genially ordered, if only for the 
duration of theatrical lime or the length of a book. 
And this is harmless enough. Classical, written 
fantasy might introduce children lo the occult, but 
in a healthier way than might otherwise be the 
case in our strange society. If you’re told about 
vampires, it's a good thing lo be told about slakes 
at the same time. 

And fantasy's readers might also learn, in the 
words of Stephen Sondheim, that witches can be 
right and giants can be good. They learn that 
where people stand is perhaps not as important as 
which way they face, 'lliis is part of the dangerous 
process of growing up. 

As for escapism. I’m quite happy about the 
word. There is nothing wrong with escapism. The 
key points of consideration, though, arc what you 
arc escaping from, and where you arc escaping lo. 

As a suddenly thirsting reader I escaped first of 
all lo what was then called Outer Space. I read a 
lot of science fiction, which as I have said is only 
a 20th century subset of fantasy. And a lot of it 
was, in strict literary terms, rubbish. But this was 
good rubbish. It was like an exercise bicycle for 
the mind — ^it doesn’t take you anywhere, but it 
certainly tones up the muscles. 

Irrelevant? I first came across any mention of 
ancient Greek civilisation in a fantasy book — by 
Mary Renault. But in the '50s most schools taught 
history like this: there were the Romans who had a 
lot of baths and built some roads and left. Then 
there was a lot of undignified pushing and shoving 
until the Normans arrived, and history officially 
began. 

We did Science, too, in a way. Yuri Gagarin 
was spinning around above our heads, but I don’t 
recall anyone at school ever mentioning the fact. I 
don’t even remember anyone telling us that 
science was not about messing around with 
chemicals and magnets, but rather a way of 
looking at the universe. 

Science fiction looked at the universe all the 
lime. I make no apology for having enjoyed it. We 
live in a science fiction world: two miles down 
there you’d fry and two mUcs up there you’d gasp 
for breath, and there is a small but significant 
chance that in the next thousand years a large 
comet or asteroid will smack into the planel. 
Finding this out when you’re 13 or so is a bit of an 
eye-opener. It puts acne in its place, for a start. 

Then other worlds out there in space got me 
interested in this one down here. It is a small 
mental step from lime travel to paleontology, from 
sword 'n' sorcery fantasy to mythology and 
ancient history. Truth is stranger than fiction; 
nothing in fantasy enthralled me as much as 
reading of the evolution of mankind from proto- 
blob to newt, tree shrew, Oxbridge arts graduate 
and eventually to tool-using mammal. 

I first came across words like “ecologist” and 
“overpopulation” in science fiction books in the 
late '50s and early '60s, long before they had 
become fashionable. Yes, probably Malihus had 
said it first — but you don’t read iMalihus when 
you’re 11, though you might read someone like 
John Brunner or Harry Harrison because their 
books have got an exciting spaceship on the cover. 

I also came across the world “ncoicny”, which 
means “remaining young”. It’s something which 
we as humans have developed into a survival trail. 
Other animals, when they arc young, have a 
curiosity about the world, a flexibility of response. 
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and an ability to play which they lose as they 
grow up. As a species we have retained it. As a 
species, we are forever slicking our fingers into 
the electric socket of the universe to sec what will 
happen next. It is a trail lhal will cilher save us or 
kill us, but il is what makes us human beings. I 
would rather be in the company of people who 
look at Mars than people who contemplate 
humanity's navel — other worlds are better than 
fluff. 

And I came across a lot of trash. But the human 
mind has a healthy natural tendeney to winnow 
out the good stuff from the rubbish. It’s like gold 
mining: you have to shift a ton of dirt to gel the 
gold, if you don’t shift the din, you won’t find the 
nugget. As far as I am concerned, escapist 
literature let me escape to the real world. 

So let’s not get frightened when the children 
read fantasy. It is the compost for a healthy mind. 
It stimulates the inquisitive nodes. Il may not 
appear as “relevant" as books set more firmly in 



the child’s environment, or whatever hell the 
writer believes to be the child’s environment, but 
there is some evidence that a rich internal fantasy 
life is as good and necessary for a child as healthy 
soil is for a plant, for much the same reasons. 

Of course, some may read no other kind of 
fiction all their lives (although in my experience 
science fiction fans tend to be widely read outside 
the field). Adult SF fan.s may look a bit scary 
when they come into bookshops, some of them 
have been known to wear plastic pointy cars, but 
people like that arc an unrepresentative majority, 
and arc certainly no weirder than people who, say, 
play golf. At the very least they are helping to 
keep the industry alive, and providing one of the 
best routes to reading that there can be. 

Here’s to fantasy as the proper diet for the 
growing soul. All human life is there: a moral 
code, a sense of order and, sometimes, great big 
green things with teeth. There arc other books to 
read, and I hope children who start with fantasy 



go on to read them. 1 did. But everyone has to start 
somewhere. 

Please call it fantasy, by the way. don’t call it 
"magical realism”, that’s just fantasy wearing a 
collar and lie, mark-of-Cain words, words used to 
mean “fantasy written by someone I was at 
university with". Like the fairy talcs lhal were its 
forebears, fantasy needs no excuses. 

One of the great popular novelists of the early 
part of this century was G.K. Chesterton. Writing 
at a lime when fairy stories were under attack, for 
pretty much the same reason as books can now be 
covertly banned in some schools because they 
have the word “witch” in the title, he said: "The 
objection to fairy stories is that they tell children 
there arc dragons. But children have always 
known there arc dragons. Fairy stories tell 
children that dragons can be kiUed."

Hugo Voting Commentary 

A number of sialislical points about this year's 
Hugo results may be noted. The number of voters 
has decreased since last year. This is to be 
rcgreiled, as this year's Hugo results, more than 
most, prove the truth of the old saw that a single 
vote can swing an election under the right 
circumstances. With one lie (Best Novel), one 
margin of a single vote (Best Semiprozine), and 
one margin of two votes (Best Fan Artist), the 
closeness of this year's results will perhaps 
persuade more Worldcon members to participate 
next year. Note that in both close categories, the 
winner was not the nominee with the most first- 
place votes, so additional votes transferred from 
lower-ranking nominees can also make a 
difference. The tic for Best Novel is only the 
second lie in this category in Hugo history; the 
first occurred in 1966 between Frank Ilerben's 
Dune and Roger Zelazny's This Immortal (...And 
Call Me Conrad). This is the second occasion in 
recent years that Isaac Asimov's SF Magazine has 
swept the short fiction and Best Editor categories; 
the magazine achieved the same distinction in 
1991. With its win for "The Inner Light," Star 
Trek: The Next Generation becomes the second 
television scries to achieve Hugo recognition 
since the rule requiring individual episodes to be 
nominated was established in the mid 1960s: its 
predecessor was, of course. Star Trek (The 
Original Show). 

Honorable Mentions 

Many worthy works and persons that were not 
among the top five nominees in their categories 
received sizable numbers of nominations. The 
following list includes ail non-finalists that 
appeared on at least 5% of the nominating ballots 
cast in their categories. This cutoff point was 
chosen because Section 2.6 of the WSFS 
Con.slituiion prescribes that as long as there arc 
three nominees, no additional nominee shall 
appear on the final ballot unless it meets that 
threshold. It seemed appropriate, then, to note all 
nominees that received that much support.

Guest Commentary 

As was mentioned above, the "Australian 
ballot" system used for the Hugos (and site 
selection) isn't designed to avoid (or cause) lies, 
but to come out with a "winner" in the case of 
multiple competitors. 

It sometimes gives "wrong" results, but so will 
any voting system with 3 or more candidates. This 
was proved mathematically a few decades ago, 
where "wrong" is defined as "the winner would 
lose to at least one other candidate in a two entry 
race, assuming each voter casts a ballot in a 
manner best suited to help that voter's preferred 
candidates to win." This particular system is no 
worse than most others at causing/avoiding lies. 
You do need to be careful in handling ties during 
the elimination stages of the balloting — the rules 
don’t tell you how to do the intermediate 
elimination steps in case of ties, and the final 
outcome can be changed by the rules you use, 
assuming the right vole distributions arc there to 
cause problems. 

By now, many people who have been around a 
few years have gotten used to this voting system. 
Every few years, somebody suggests a new one, 
which works "better", but all it docs is change the 
"wrong outcome" cases to other ones. 

The rules of "how to vote so as to help the ones 
you want to win" are fairly simple: 1. Always vote 
for something you prefer ahead of something you 
prefer less. 2. When you don't have any feelings 
among the choices, stop voting. 3. Any vote 
higher than the number of lines in the category 
may help a choice to win. 4. If you really don't 
want a choice to win, don’t put a number (other 
than last, when all prior lines have numbers) next 
to it. — Ben Yalow

ANNO-DRACULA by Kim Newman, Carroll & Graf, 9/93, $21, ISBN 0-88184-967-7 

As horror fiction has recently embraced the vampire as tlie most popular monster in its 
field, so too do we sec the creature sneaking into SF. Brian Stableford's The Empire of Fear 
showed us the consequences on human history if vampirism had arisen as a mutation; now 
Kim Newman provides another lake on that scenario, although his vampires are very 
different indeed. 

Newman assumes that there arc varied strains of vampirism. Dracula’s bloodline is 
corrupt, providing a limited ability to shapcchange, but bringing with it an inherent flaw, 
rnadness, physical collapse, and a profoundly evil nature. Other vampires, descended from a 
different line, are relatively benevolent, more interested in their own survival than in the 
subjugation of humankind, the "warms". 

With that as his starting point, Newman posits a world in which Dracula defeated Van 
Helsing and his friends, seduced Queen Victoria into taking him as her consort, and became 
effectively the ruler of England. Vampires now act openly, although still during the hours of 
darkness, dominating the govemmem, the military, and every other institution. Gilbert and 
Sullivan arc vampires, as is Oscar Wilde. Rupert of Henzau, and m<iny other characters 
from both history and fiction, freely mixed here. Sherlock Holmes has been sent to a 
concentration camp along with Bram Stoker, John Merrick is forced into Dracula's 
servitude, and Mycrofi Holmes is part of a secret cabal, the Diogenes Club, with serves the 
throne loyally despite its current degradation. 

Against this mosaic, we see the emergence of Jack Seward, one-time friend of the 
martyred Van Helsing, now working diligently in a clinic. But at night, he slaughters 
vampire hookers in tiic streets, and the newspapers cry out for the capture of Jack the 
Ripper. Ranged against him are Genevieve, one of the more accommodating vampires, and 
Charles Beauregard, an adventurous young man pressed into service by the Diogenes Club. 
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Bul there are other powers working behind 
the scenes, individuals who hope to use the 
flare up of tension between the living and 
the undcad in order to increase their own 
personal j>ower bases. 

This may sound like a gimmick novel, 
\\V.c. Silverlocky where one reads primtu-ily to 
find all the fictional and historical 
references. Indeed, there are a great number 
of them, but Newman has integrated each 
into the context of his story in seamless 
fashion. And his story is the central focus, 
the efforts to uncover Seward’s identity, his 
own mental deterioration, the growing 
affection between human Beauregard and 
his vampire companion, Guinevere. 

Anno Dracula is a major novel, original in 
concept, witty and inventive in execution, 
filled with a large cast of fascinating 
characters, enlivened by interesting 
situations and a good sense of timing and 
atmosphere. If Newman's previous novels 
haven't established him as a major talent, 
this one ought to do it. 

THE LIST OF 7 by Mark Frost, Morrow, 9/93, 

$20, ISBN 0-688-12245-0 

There hasn't been much call for occult 
adventure novels in recent years, a form for 
which the time apparently had passed. Or 
has it. Here's a remarkable book from one of 
tlie creators of the Twin Peaks television scr- 
ies that mixes standard elements from Talbot 
Mundy and Algernon Blackwood with mod- 
em sensibilities, a marvelously dry sense of 
humor, and plenty of really good writing. 

Arthur Conan Doyle is a young doctor 
trying to supplement his meager income by 
writing popular fiction. His most recent 
novel. The Dark Brotherhood, drawing its 
inspiration from the works of occultist Helen 
Biavatsky, has unexpected consequences 
when it coincidentally parallels a genuine 
conspiracy by the 7 villains of the title to use 
magical powers to open the gale between 
our world and another where a malevolent 
evil force dwells. 

Invited to a mysterious seance, Doyle is 
rescued from animated corpses and more 
human villians by John Sparks, a dashing, 
spirited hero who represents himself as a 
personal agent reporting to Queen Victoria, 
and I'm revealing no secrets by saying that 
we quickly learn he's the prototype for 
Sherlock Holmes. Nor is Doyle himself any 
shirker. The twosome become fast friends 
and allies in their efforts to rescue a maid in 
peril, defeat a plot to undermine the throne 
of England itself, and destroy a fiendish 
group led by Sparks' own older brother, a 
dark genius who is a sort of blend of 
Moriarty and Mycroft Holmes. 

What follows is a blend of John Buchan's 
The 39 Steps and Raiders of the Lost Ark, 
with secret passages, revived mummies, 
zombies, and a nice as.sembly of really nasty 
human villains. The story is suspcnseful and 
occasionally gruesome, but Frost manages to 
keep his hand light, leavening the mix with 
some very amusing interplays among his 
major characters and a general sense of good 
humor. 

Queen Victoria makes a cameo appear- 



ance, as docs Bram Stoker and Helen 
Biavatsky and one other, whose identity I 
won’t reveal because it's intended to be the 
final shocker. There are several topnotch 
chase and escape sequences, and enough 
thrills and surprises to fill an entire shelf of 
books. Don't start this one unless you have 
several hours to spare, because you’re not 
likely to want to set it down. And let's hope 
this isn't Frost's only foray into the field, 
because this is certain to be one of the best 
genre novels of the year. 

MARAUDER by William F. Wu, AvoNova, 7/93, 
$4.99, ISBN 0-380- 765U-X 
This is the second in a series of new robot 
novels, a sequel to the Robot City cycle 
based on the works of Isaac Asimov, in a 
very loose fashion. Tlic premise this time is 
that a super robot has scattered portions of 
himself throughout time, and unless they can 
be hunted down, disasters will claim human 



lives. The protagonist is a robot who, ac- 
companied by humans, travels into the past 
to solve the problem, without violating tlte 
Three Laws. The journey in this case takes 
them among pirates. The juxtaposition of 
robots and swashbucklers is amusing and tlte 
story itself is a lighthearted and reasonably 
entertaining adventure. 

THE ANGEL OF PAIN by Brian M. Siableford, 
Carroll &Graf, 8/93, $21, ISBN 0-88184-932-4 
TTiis sequel to The Werewolves of London 
lakes up the story some years later. At least 
two angels have wakened after millennia of 
slumber, but these angels aren't the Christian 
concept. Rather, they are self absorbed 
corporal creatures to whom humankind is 
simply a means to an end, tlte acquisition of 
power. David Lydyard is now suffering from 
the physical degeneration of his body, and 
fears that his family will fall victim either to 
the immortal werewolves, to the pawns of 
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ihc creature he thinks of as the Spider, or to 
human foes. It's impossible to describe the 
plot in a few words, so suffice it to say that 
Stableford further develops the bizarre 
setting of that first novel, and sets the stage 
for the ultimate confrontation. A bit ethereal 
for some tastes, but absolutely fascinating 
for those willing to have their worldviews 
twisted. 

VIRAVAX by Bill Itansom, Ace, 9/93, $17.95, 
ISBN 0-441-86476-7 

A secret goverrunent operation is experi- 
menting with human subjects, deadly experi- 
ments which result in insane rages, death, 
and the physical dissolution of the human 
body. When a promising research dies 
"accidentally" and efforts to cover up the 
true nature of his death begin to come apart, 
those left alive must engage in a desperate 
effort to avoid becoming the next victims. 
Set in a particularly depressing future where 
the US has indulged in near genocide and 
other atrocities, this is well written but 
definitely not an uplifting experience.

Three large trade paperbacks, obviously 
all related to SF as depicted on television. 
The first takes a look at the creation and 
debut of the third Star Trek incarnation, not 
without making some acerbic comments 
about inconsistencies and soft spots. The 
second is an in depth view of the second 
series, with information about the back- 
ground of series regulars and the general 
background for the show. The third surveys 
a wide variety of shows. Lost in Space, The 
Prisoner, Star Trek's incarnations, The 
Outer Limits, The Twilight Zone and others. 
Interesting observations in some cases, and a 
few bits I wasn't aware of. The best of this 
batch. 

BORED OF THE RINGS by the Harvard 
I,ampoon, Roc, 7/93, $8, ISBN 0-451-45261-5 

To help celebrate the 51st anniversary of 
Tolkien's famous fantasy trilogy. Roc brings 
back into print the totally silly farce by 
Hcruy Beard and Doug Kermey originally 
published in 1969. Actually, despite the utter 
lack of seriousness, this remains one of the 
best spoofs, even though it goes on just a bit 
too long. The hero is Frito, the wizard is 
Goodgulf, and the villain is Sorhed, and that 
should tell you pretty much what to expect. 
If you haven't read it, this is your chance, 
complete with map and a nice new cover 
painting. 

THE REDISCOVERY OF MAN by Cordwainer 
Smith, NESFA Press, 1993, $24.95 (plus $2 if 
ordered direct), ISBN 0-915368-56-0 

Like Walter Miller, Cordwainer Smith 
owes his considerable reputation in the SF 
field to a surprisingly small body of work. 
Other than a couple of comparatively short 
novels, his entire output is collected in this 



new book from NESFA Press. Most of the 
stories arc set against the backdrop of the 
Instrumentality, an unusually well realized 
vision of the future in which tlie definition 
of humanity has been expanded dramati- 
cally. Nearly 700 pages long, this is an 
opportunity to own an exceptional collection 
in hardcover format at a quite reasonable 
price.

STONE DEAD by Ellen Jamison, Zebra, 8/93, 
$4.50, ISBN 0-8217-4265-5 

Hally finds a strange doll in a dusty old 
store and compulsively buys it, hardly notic- 
ing the odd eagerness of the shopkeeper. But 
it isn't long before she learns the truth, that 
the doll is a manifestation of malevolence, a 
sentient force of evil tliat can seize control of 
her mind and use her as the instrument of its 
relentless hatred. And her body might also 
provide a new home for whatever resides 
within the doll. A predictable but reasonably 
entertaining variation of the possession story 
which provides plenty of thrills but few 
chills. 

THE KRUTON INTERFACE by John DeChancie, 
Ace, 9/93, $4.50, ISBN 0-441-14227-3 

Captain David Wanker is reassigned to 
command the starship Repulse, undeniably 
the worst crewed ship in the fleet. Despite 
the help of his crew, he sets off to deal with 
the growing tension along the human/Kruion 
border, where the shapechanging aliens have 
hatched a devious plot. Literally everyone in 
the Kruton Empire is a lawyer, you see, and 
tiiey'rc just looking for an excuse to sue 
someone. One of the joys of a good farce is 
that the jokes are funny even when you can 
sec them coming in advance, and DcChancie 
delivers in space opera just as he has 
previously done in fantasy. Guaranteed to 
curl the lips of the sourest disposition. 
IlELLWORLD by Simon R. Green, Ace, 9/93, 
$4.50, ISBN 0-441-32599-8 

This story of planetary exploration has the 
feel of the early Ace double novels. A team 
is dropjped on a newly discovered planet on a 
one way trip to discover if the world is habi- 
table. Shortly after arriving, they learn that 
the planet is filled with inimical Hfeforms, 
virtually every living creature in fact, and 
barely survive to reach a single, deserted 
alien city. What they find there is even more 
terrifying than what they have experienced 
already. Lots of action and minimal charac- 
terization, an uncomplicated plot and plenty 
of exotic dangers and scenes, the kind of 
story you read to clear your mind of 
everyday hassles. 

THE FAR KINGDOMS by Allan Cole and Chris 
Bunch, Del Rcy, 9/93, $20, ISBN 0-345-38055-X 

The writing team responsible for the Slen 
books make their first excursion into fantasy 
into this large, both in size and scope, story 
of a young man's quest for his own maturity 
and the fabled Far Kingdoms. Amalric’s 
voyage is in the company of an older, more 
sophisticated traveler named Janos Grey- 
cloak. and their meeting alters the young 
man's future irrevocably. Altliough his first 
attempt fails and he is caught up in a battle 



between secular and lay powers in his home 
city, Amalric never relinquishes the dream. 
But dreams don't always come out the way 
you expect them to. An excellent fantasy 
adventure, significantly superior to their 
previous work, and garnished with a super 
cover by Tom Kidd. 

ELFQUEST; NEW BLOOD by Terry Beatty, Wen- 
(li Lee, & Gary Kato, Warp Graphics, 1993, $2. 
ELFQUEST: HIDDEN YEARS by Sarah Bpm & 
Paul Abrams, Warp Graphics, 1993, $2. 

The seventh and eighth in this series of 
full color comics based on Wendy Pini’s 
Elfquest world. In this, an older elf tells of 
his childhood experiences when he unwise!) 
climbed to the top of a forbidding hill and 
accepted food from a human woman. Her 
master was a brutish giant of a man who 
abused tJie woman and attempted to kill the 
interloping elf, although in the end he was 
outsmarted. It's Jack-in-tho-Beanstalk with 
cute little elves, with workmanlike artwork, 
a simple story line, and a happy ending. A 
bit too saccharine for my tastes, but I've 
grown jaded these past few years. The 
second is a more original tale, with 
somewhat more interesting artwork. 
TRAITORS by Kristine Kathryn Rusch, 
Millennium, 9/93. £8.99, ISBN 1-85798-054-9 

Another entertaining fantasy novel, this 
one set in two kingdoms whose technology 
is considerably more advanced than is 
usually the case in books of this sort. The 
protagonist flees the Kingdom as a child 
following the persecution of his family and 
is adopted by the king of Golga. As an adult. 
Diate is a professional detective as well as a 
remarkably skilled dancer, and the cases he 
investigates brings him into contact with 
Sheba, ostensibly a political refugee. But he 
eventually learns that things aren't quite 
what they seem, and he may have been 
duped by more than one of his supposed 
allies. A well concocted mix of intrigue, 
assassination, troubled loyalties and political 
rivalries. 

SOMEBODY HELP ME by Beverly Hastings, 
BerHey, 9/93, $3.99, ISBN 0-425-13906-9 

Laurie is a teenager struggling to adjust to 
life after the divorce of her parents. Then 
things grow more complicated when she 
begins to hear a voice crying for help, an 
impossible voice that no one else hears. 
Convinced that it isn't an hallucination, she 
enlists the help of a friend in order to track 
down the source. This is a simple but fairly 
sophisticated young adult suspense novel 
witli a nice touch of ESP. I suspect it might 
be a bit too tame for many readers, as even 
tlie villain turns out to be more confused and 
misguided titan actively evil. 

MAKING LOVE by Melanie Tern & Nancy Hold- 
er, Dell Abyss, 8/93, $4.99, ISBN 0-440-21469-6 

The first collaboration between two 
Stoker award winning authors is a fascin- 
ating variation of the Frankenstein story. 
Charlotte, a middle aged school teacher 
whose insane brother discovers the ability to 
create life out of imagination, is drawn 
unwillingly to create her ideal lover, an 
enigmatic man named Phanes. But Phanes 
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begins to change, to act without the stimulus 
of her will, and she grows fearful that her 
Phancs, and her life, are getting beyond her 
control. A powerful and emotional story of 
sexual obsession and the bonds that tie 
people together, and drive them apart. 

ALADDIN: THE MAKING OF AN ANIMATI-D 
FILM by John Culhane, Hyperion, 1993, 
$24.95, ISBN 1-56282-892-4 

Although animation provides some 
shortcuts to achieving the special effects tliai 
arc so much a part of modern film making, 
there’s just as much work and ingenuity 
involved. This colorful examination of the 
process of creating Aladdin is particularly 
interesting in the many sketches it includes 
showing how the appearance of characters 
evolved. Allowing the magic carpet to 
express emotions, for example, posed some 
very unusual problems. Nicely written, 
informative, and full of illustrations. 

THE WORLD JONES MADI- by Philip K. Dick, 
Vintage, 7/93, $10, ISBN 0-679-74219-0 
NOW WAIT FOR LAST YEAR by Philip K. Dick, 
Vintage, 7/93, $10, ISBN 0-679-74220-4 
FLOW MY TEARS, THE POLICEMAN SAID by 
Philip K. Dick, Vintage, 7/93, $10, ISBN 0-679- 
74066-X 

Vintage continues to bring Dick back into 
print in uniformly packaged, oversized 
editions. These three novels are drawn from 
three separate decades. The first was half of 
an Ace double and, frankly, my favorite of 
these three, a prescient in an authoritarian 
future. The second dates from the 1960’s, 



and is more heavily political in tone, a work- 
manlike but not exceptional novel. Finally, 
Flow My Tears, The Policeman Said was 
one of Dick's last books, one which seemed 
to be marking a new direction which the au- 
thor, alas, did not live to pursue. Even at his 
worst, Dick was interesting, and these are 
hardly his worst, though not his best either. 
THE MOON’S WIFE by A.A. Attanasio, Harper- 
Collins, 5/93, $22, ISBN 0-06-017740-3 

Attanasio is. unsurprisingly, surprising. 
This new book is a love story about a 
woman who is seduced by the man in the 
moon. He touches her with his magic, giving 
her supernormal abilities of her own, and in 
order to convince her that this isn't just a 
series of hallucinations, he excarnates 
himself (which is kind of like incarnation 
turned inside out) and meets her in the flesh, 
pun intended. A bizarre story of warring 
witches, immortal creatures, strange magic, 
and the intolerance of people toward any 
belief system which they find strange. A 
fantasy for people who don't like fantasy, 
and for those who do as well. 

AI.1ENS: THE FEMALE WAR by Steve Perry & 
Stephani Perry, Bantam, 8/93, $4.99, ISBN 0- 
553-56159-6 

This is the third in a series of noveliza- 
tions of the comic book scries that followed 
Aliens, the movie. Ripley is one of many 
refugees following the virtual occupation of 
Earth by the aliens, but she is also one of 
several people sensitive to a telepathic 
emanation from somewhere in space, the 
call of a superbreeder. She provides the 



possibility of gathering all of the creatures 
into one spot, where they can be killed in a 
single blow, but only if someone goes out 
and captures her first. Rapid paced action, 
and a much better finale to Ripley’s career 
than in the misguided A/Ie/ui. 

SOMimilNG STlIiS by Charles L. Grant, Tor, 
5/93, 54.99, ISBN 0-812-51303-7 

When the leader of the Pack dies, his 
tcenaged friends arc left without a leader and 
it seems likely that their disparate group will 
break up and go off in different directions. 
The manner of his death, an inexplicable 
murder-suicide, bother his friends as well. 
When a homeless man dies shortly after- 
ward, the police rule it an accident, but the 
Pack suspects differently, because just as on 
the night their friend died, each of them 
heard a kind of soundless screaming in the 
night. The final chapters feature a devastat- 
ing but understated disaster. There's a fine 
sense of mystery as the reader tries to figure 
out what's really happening. 

GAME OVER by Joseph Locke, Bantam, 7/93, 
53.50, ISBN 0-553-29652-3 

The appearance of a malevolent winged 
shape one night is the prelude to the opening 
of a new game arcade, one in which the 
villain you zap might well be a familiar face. 
More ominous, the fate of these illusory 
images might be reflected in the future of 
their flesh and blood counterparts. No mys- 
tery about what's going on here, of course, 
but there's a likable set of characters, the 
villain is adequately menacing, and the un- 
derlying concern about toleration for others 
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is done well without intruding onto the story. 
A better than average YA horror title. 

]>LANET OF ADVENTURE by Jack Vance, Tor, 
10/93. $24.95, ISBN 0-312-85487-0 

The four short novels of the Planet of 
Adventure scries were originally published 
at the end of the 1960's. It's the story of an 
expatriate Earthman stranded on a biU'baric 
world, and in structure it's basically the 
grand tour as he makes his way across the 
planet seeking an escape route to space. I 
confess tliat this was not one of my favorite 
of Vance's creations, but on the other hand, 
Vance's lesser work is still considerably 
better Uian the best of many another writer. 
THE KINGDOM OF KEVIN MALONE by Suzy 
iMcKee Charnas, jane Yolen Books, 1993, 
$16.95, ISBN 0-15-200756-3 

Amy’s life is disrupted by two events, 
dissimilar in circumstances but proximate in 
time. When her cousing dies unexpectedly, 
she escapes the tension in her home by going 
ice skating, encountering a classmate whom 
she doesn't really like but who leads her 
across a magical interface to a fantasy world 
he has created out of his own imagination. 
Although Kevin knows his creation thor- 
oughly, it is random enough and dangerous 
enough that even he may not be able to 
survive, and Amy doesn't have his 
advantages. A very satisfying fantasy that 
doesn't feel as though it had been written for 
a young adult audience, the failing of so 
many similar works. 

THE GI/VNT GARDEN OF OZ by Eric Shallower, 
Kmerald City Press, 7/93, $11.95, ISBN 0- 
929605-22-5 

THE AirriFlCE of infinity by J. Gardner 
llodder, Black Iris Press, 4/93, $12.95, ISBN 
0-9696580-0-1 

Two books here dial will appeal only to 
very specialized groups of readers. The first 
is a new adventure in the land of Oz, part of 
an ongoing scries, and one which captures 



the tone of Baum’s work reasonably well. 
Giant vegetables appear in Auntie Em’s 
garden, and Dorothy must journey to Oz to 
find out why. Nice illustrations throughout. 
The second is a book length narrative in 
blank verse, set in a universe where three 
races vie for dominance and an idealist must 
struggle against plots and intrigues. Unusual, 
to say the least, and with some fascinating 
images.

PORTENT by James Herbert, New English 
Library, 1993, £5.99, ISBN 0-450-58885-8 

Herbert wanders away from his usual 
horror themes for this new work, a 
cataclysmic SF novel in which the Earth’s 
ccosphcre is suddenly in open revolt. 
Earthquakes, volcanoes, droughts, vicious 
storms of unprecedented force, and other 
natural disasters arc on the verge of 
destroying civilization. Each is preceded by 
shimmering balls of light, the portents. One 
survivor is a meteorologist who saw the 
lights, cannot explain them, and rejects the 
assertion that they are a metaphysical 
expression of humanity's mass mind, as 
witnessed by a pair of telepathic children. 
Throw in some voodoo practicing villains 
and you have a strange mishmash of things 
that work and things that do not. Lots of 
good bits, but the plot’s logic is strained too 

far for me. 

WHAT DO I RI'AD NEXT? by Nei! Barron, 
Wayne Barion, Kristin Ramsdelt, and Sleven A. 
Sliiwell, Gale Research, 1993, $90, ISBN 0- 
8103-5406-3 

This is a cross genre book designed to 
retrospectively look at fiction published in 
mystery, romance, western, horror, fantasy, 
and SF, providing brief reviews, names of 
other books by that author, books by other 
writers that presumably appeal to the same 



readers, and some general information. The 
definitions of story types in SF and horror 
are frequently amusing. Interesting informa- 
tion on awards in other fields. Western novel 
winners and runners up were by a number of 
SF and horror writers for example. Where 
I’m competent to judge, the referrals are 
credible, although readers of Craig Shaw 
Gardner's The Other Sinbad are in for a 
surprise if they actually go on to read John 
Barth and Salman Rushdie. [Editor’s Note: 1 
found this volume quite partial in numerous 
places, including Awards and summations of 
the yesu-’s releases for fantasy, horror and 
SF. In addition, many reviews from SFC 
were not listed. -AP] 

THE SHAR1> END by David Drake, Bacn, 1 1AJ3. 
$20, ISBN 0-671-72192-5 

David Drake has pretty well established 
himself as the pre-eminent writer of military 
SF, although there arc close contenders for 
that title. This new book is peripherally re- 
lated to the Hammer's Slammers scries, but 
instead of involving a specifically military 
unit, it follows the adventures of a survey 
team. They’re set down in the midst of an 
anarchic society preyed upon by brutal 
warlords, a pretty obvious cribbing from the 
current situation in Somalia, ostensibly to 
remain neutral but eventually instrumental in 
bringing the bad guys down. There's not 
much in the way of surprises, but the action 
is thick and fast and mostly believable. 

YESTERDAY'S TOMORROWS by Bruce Lanier 
Wright, Taylor Publishing, 1993, $19.95, ISBN 
0-87833-824-1 

I'm a sucker for an informative nostalgia 
trip, and this is one of them. Full color 
reproductions of lobby cards, many of them 
for movies I wasn't allowed to see back in 
the 1950’s, each with accompanying text 
giving a detailed plot summary with 
historical perspectives, an evaluation of the 
film, and comments on the artwork itself. 
Witit appendices explaining how to collect 
posters, what the most valuable ones are, 
and providing other related information. 
Nicely selected and presented, and gathered 
together they provide an informative and 
entertaining look at one overlooked facet of 
the development of cinematic SF. Taylor 
Publishing, 1550 W. Mockingbird Lane, 
Dallas. TX 75235. 

HEART READERS by Kristine Kathryn Rusch, 
Roc, 10/93, $4.99, ISBN 0-451-45282-9 

King Pardu has a problem. Twin sons 
mean questions about the succession to the 
throne of a troubled kingdom, and the heart 
readers — who can magically determine an 
individual's inner character — cannot make a 
judgment about an infant. So he allows both 
sons to mature, at which point an ambitious 
and corrupt man strives to turn them against 
each other so that he can maintain his own 
brutal power base. An interesting variation 
of this situation, since neither of the two 
brothers is a villain, and the conspirator is 
forced into a more elaborate scheme in order 
to prevail. An entertaining mainstream 
fantasy novel about real people rather than 
idealized figures. 
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WHEN TRUE NIGHT FALLS by C.S. Friedman, 
DAW, 10/93, $22, ISBN 0-88677-569-8 

The sequel to Black Sun Rising continues 
its blend of SF and fantasy. Erna was 
colonized by humans but only at great cost. 
Tlicre's a mysterious planetary force which 
actually creates lifeforms to protect the 
ecosystem, which function in this context 
much like demons and other magical crea- 
tures. There's an intelligent native race as 
well, humanoid but not human, and their 
interactions with the interlopers are far from 
friendly. The human colony has lost its 
technological base and replaced it with a 
mystical religious hierarchy. Still incom- 
plete, pending the third volume, but a pretty 
good mystery wrapped in an adventure story 
and set against an original and often 
fascinating background. 

LOVE SPELL by Karen Williams, Rising Tide 
Press, 5/93, $9-95, ISBN 0-9628938-2-X 
SHADOWS AFTER DARK by Ouida Crozier, 
Rising Tide, 8/93, $9.95, ISBN 1-883061-50-4 

Both of these are fantasy novels, but 
they're both erotic romances as well. Rising 
Tide specializes in lesbian fiction, and 
fantasy and SF are prominent in their 
backlist. Love Spell is about a woman's 
affair with a mysterious figure whose life 
has been more than lightly touched by 
magic. Shadows After Dark involves an 
emissary from another realm, one dominated 
by a kind of vampire, who finds love in 
modern New York City. The first is 
marginally better written, the second a more 
interesting story. Although both are 
competently done, there is a tendency to 
relegate the plot to a subsidiary role, 
concentrating on the sexual awakening of 
the main characters. But then, perhaps that’s 
the main concern of the target audience. 

DARK VISIONS by T. Lucien Wright, Pinnacle, 
7/93, $4,50, ISBN 1-55817-732-9 

Amelia has a strange ability that she’d 
happily have foregone if she'd been con- 
sulted. Somehow she acquires knowledge 
about horrible events, particularly those 
involving a serial killer. At the same time, 
she is plagued by persistent dreams of a 
terrifying, mysterious tunnel that is some- 
how coimected to the murderer, and fears 
that it is a premonition of a confrontation to 
come. Wright has shown steady improve- 
ment with each new novel, and his latest has 
several very effective scenes. The villain is a 
well developed character. Amelia less so but 
not unconvincing. 

THE DARKER SAINTS by Brian Hodge, Dell 
Abyss, 7/93, $4.99, ISBN 0-440- 21 1 13-1 

The new book by Brian Hodge has much 
the flavor of a contemporary thriller despite 
its supernatural content.

Elsewhere, a 
ruthless killer uses voodoo magic to advance 
the fortunes of his employers. A corporate 
crime novel with zombies and Haitian 
magic, this is Hodge’s best novel to dale.

Roger Simons is a cartoonist whose life 
just doesn't seem to be going anywhere until 
he discovers that sometimes he can create 
real things by drawing them, even people. 
Almost immediately he's in a fight for his 
life, as a rival with the same ability attempts 
to eliminate the competition. Accompanied 
by a beautiful nymph, able to draw spend- 
able money, Simons quickly proves liimself 
adequate to the situation. An amusing 
fantasy in a conlcmportuy setting. Somewhat 
predictable, but great fun. 

INTO THE GREEN by Charles de Lint, Tor, 
11/93, $19.95, ISBN 0-312-08087-5 

Charles de Lint draws on Celtic fantasy in 
this new novel, an episodic story of the 
wanderings of Anghtu-ad, a woman who.se 
can draw on the magic of the green. L^ft 
alone after a plague wipes out everyone she 
knew and loved, Angharad is forced to deal 
with ambitious magicians, vengeful villagers 
on a witch hunt, and other dangers. In the 
hands of a lesser writer, lliis would be just 
another tale of magic and mayhem, but 
instead we have a rich depiction of real 
people in another environment, and the 
consequences of prejudice, obsession with 
power, and other vices is a universal one. 
One of his better fantasies. 

THE GLASS MOUNTAIN by Leonard Wolf,

One of my favorite fairy talcs is the story 
of the princess imprisoned atop a glass 
mountain, betrothed to whoever should 
manage to ride his horse to the top. Leonard 
Wolf has taken that premise and developed 
it into a richly textured and complex novel, 
one of the more inventive fantasies of the 
past several years. But this isn’t a children's 
book. Among other things, the king has 
isolated her there to protect her from his own 
lusts. A fairy talc for adults, witty and com- 
plex and filled with fascinating characters.

Bobbie Wheeler is the daughter of two 
witches, her mother a good witch, her father 
of the other persuasion. When her parents 
separate, she stays with her mother, but 
strange powers manifest themselves when 
she goes off to boarding school. Her father’s 
influence is strong, and he is teaching her 
the ways of the dark side of the force... 
uh...he is making her into an instrument of 
Satan, giving her the power to kill and maim 
by means of a simple wish. But Mom isn't 
about to lake things lying down. Smith tells

his stories well and lliis is no exception, but 
one can't help wishing he wouldn't just 
retread such a hoary old plot. 

CAR.NIV01UiS by Penelope Banka Krep.s, Zebra, 
7/93, $4.50, ISBN 0-8217-4225-6 
Although marketed as horror, this is SF, 
although the scientific content made me 
frown a lot. Basically, it’s about the 
discovery of the Genesis Gene, an inherent 
tendency to revert to previous evolutionary 
forms. For animals, this takes the form of 
thecodonts and other dinosaurs appearing in 
the Everglades. For humans, it consists of 
dreams and in some cases personality 
changes that revert to primitive tribespeople, 
complete with a prehistoric language. 
Leaving aside the implausibility of the 
premise, tlic actual story is pretty good, Uie 
slow unravelling of events, a few very brief 
but very effective seems in the swamps with 
the dinosaurs, and some interesting 
characters. Kreps is potentially a very good 
writer despite some early fumbling.
